Statewide 
clinics served nearly 
150,000 residents between 
2018 and 2021. 

Title X is a national 
family planning pro- 
gram, enacted in 1970. It 
was created to provide af- 
fordable birth control 
and reproductive health- 
care to individuals re- 
gardless of residency or 
immigration status, as 
well as age, race, sexual 
orientation, gender iden- 
tity, income or insurance 
status, or any other char- 
acteristic.

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10 Cents a Meal Funding of $9.3 Million Secured for FY ‘23 


FLINT, MI - Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer signed a 
bipartisan education budget 
into law at Mott Community 
College Thursday, putting 
into place historic invest- 
ments not only for per-pupil 
funding but also for 10 
Cents a Meal for Michigan’s 
Kids & Farms. The budget 
includes $9.3 million for the 
program. 

10 Cents a Meal is Michi- 
gan’s local food investment 
program that provides 
schools, early childhood ed- 
ucation centers, and other 
organizations participating 
in USDA Child Nutrition 
programs with match in- 
centive funding up to 10 
cents per meal to purchase 
and serve Michigan-grown 
fruits, vegetables, and 
legumes. 

10 Cents a Meal is imple- 
mented by the Michigan De- 
partment of Education 
(MDE) and has the goals of 
improving daily nutrition 
and eating habits for Michi- 
gan’s children and investing 
in Michigan's agriculture 
and related local food busi- 
ness economy. 

“The 10 Cents a Meal pro- 
gram feeds our kids and 
supports family farmers 
and growers. Under this 
historic education bill, we 


have again more than dou- 
bled funding for this pro- 
gram that offers healthy, 
affordable meals to our 
kids,” said Governor 
Gretchen Whitmer. “As we 
continue our economic 
jumpstart, we have to make 
sure everyone has the re- 
sources and support they 
need to succeed. I am grate- 
ful to the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Education and 
legislators for coming to- 
gether to get this done for 
our kids.” 

The program, which has 
grown from a $250,000 state 
pilot in 2016, has seen its 
budget more than double 
each of the past two years 
from $2 million in FY ‘21 to 
$4.5 million in FY ‘22 and 
now $9.3 million for FY ‘23. 

The program is currently 
in its second year of 
statewide availability, and 
there are now 257 unique 
grantees for the 2021-22 
school year, representing 
over 585,000 children. Com- 
pared to last year’s 143 
grantees, the program has 
seen a nearly 80% increase 
in grant recipients in a sin- 
gle year. 

"One of my proudest ac- 
complishments during my 
legislative tenure has been 
the growth of 10 Cents a 


Meal,” said Senator Wayne 
Schmidt (R-Traverse City) 
chair of the Appropriations 
Subcommittee on K-12 and 
Michigan Department of 
Education, and the pro- 
gram’s key legislative 
champion. “This program is 
critically-important in get- 
ting fresh Michigan fruits 
and vegetables to our stu- 
dents. I have been thrilled to 
see the statewide growth of 
the program and could not 
be happier to see funding 
grow to $9.3 million for the 
upcoming fiscal year,” 

10 Cents a Meal is open to 
school districts (public, pub- 
lic school academies, or pri- 
vate), and non-school 
sponsors of USDA Child 
Nutrition Programs such as 
residential childcare insti- 
tutions (RCCIs), child care 
centers and after school 
programs participating in 
the Summer Food Service 
Program (SFSP), National 
School Lunch Program 
(NSLP), Seamless Summer 
Option (SSO), National 
Breakfast Program (NBP), 
and the Child and Adult 
Care Food Program 
(CACFP). 

In addition to the funding 
increase, the budget lan- 
guage streamlines report- 
ing requirements for 


schools and other grantees 
and adds food purchased for 
supporting farm to school 
activities as eligible uses of 
grant funds. 

“The change in reporting 
requirements and allowing 
grant funds to be used for 
supportive farm to school 
activities will make it easier 
for food program managers 
to complete the administra- 
tive needs of the program 
and to expand their efforts,” 
said Melanie Wong, dieti- 
tian and Farm to ECE Spe- 
cialist for Groundwork 
Center for Resilient Com- 
munities. 

MDE is assisted in the 
program by Groundwork 
Center, which conducts 
stakeholder interviews, 
communications, and out- 
reach; the MSU Center for 
Regional Food Systems, 
which is the evaluation 
partner and supports train- 
ings; and the Michigan De- 
partment of Agriculture 
and Rural Development, 
which provides expertise on 
Michigan-grown products.

“This disaster declaration 
will aid our community’s 
long and challenging recov- 
ery process after the tor-

Borton said. “Affordable, 
low-interest loans will help 
put resources in the hands 
of local residents and busi- 


ness owners to rebuild the 
places where we live and 
work. We will continue 
restoring our community 
together.” 

The disaster declaration 
enables the SBA to offer 
low-interest loans, which 
can be used by residents, 
businesses, and nonprofits 
to correct damage caused 
by the disaster. Borrowers 
may obtain loans to help re- 
pair or replace real estate, 
personal property, machin- 
ery, equipment, inventory, 
and more. A person’s or or- 
ganization’s financial situa- 


tion will factor into the con- 
ditions of each loan. 

The disaster area also in- 
cludes counties that border 
Otsego County — Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Crawford, Kalkaska, Mont- 
morency, and Oscoda.

RELATIONSHIPS ARE 
EARNED WITH 
INTENTIONAL LISTENING

Conversations 
and developing 
and maintaining 
relationships are 
foundations of 
highly effective 
leadership. 

Happy and inspired 
teammates work hard 
and want to do well for 
themselves, for their 
team, and for their or- 
ganization. They are 
more devoted and loyal to 
their organization and 
their boss, which means 
significantly higher pro- 
ductivity. 


A KEY TO SUCCESSFUL CON- 
VERSATIONS AND RELA- 
TIONSHIPS IS INTENTIONAL 
LISTENING. 


I always knew that 
being a good listener is 
important, yet until I en- 
rolled in the Georgetown 
Leadership Coaching 
program, I had not 
thought about exactly 
just how vital being a 
good listener means and 
how critically important 
it is to effective leader- 
ship and to our relation- 
ships in our business and 
personal lives. 

Our faculty empha- 
sized active listening as 
essential to our success. 
Active listening is having 
a clear mind, not judging 
the person, and not 
thinking about whether 
we agree or what we’re 
going to say when the 
speaker is finished. It re- 
quires that we quiet our 
mind, which is not easy. 

Most of us listen with a 
problem-solving mind, 
“Oh, I know what she 
should do.” We are not re- 
ally focused. Well, maybe 
we're focused on our- 
selves and not on the 
speaker. 

Active listening is 
work. Work is an ade- 
quate description in that 
it is definitely a skill we 
need to practice to mas- 
ter. Truly, effective 
and successful listening 
is intentional. This 
means we want to listen 
effectively so that we un- 
derstand the speaker, in- 
cluding what she is 
saying and maybe what 


she is not saying, 
as well as her 
feelings. 

Ideally, we can 
reflect back to the 
person what we 
are hearing. Also, 
if appropriate, 
take notes, which 
lets the person know we 
appreciate their thoughts 
and ideas. 

The very best conver- 
sations and relationships 
involve our intentional 
listening — listening to 
learn, with a clear and 
quiet mind, not waiting 
our turn to speak. 

It is often said that lis- 
tening is our gift to some- 
one! 


INTENTIONAL LISTENING IS 
A GIFT OF RESPECT TO OTH- 
ERS, WHICH WILL BE APPRE- 
CIATED AND WILL IMPROVE 
OUR RELATIONSHIPS. 


My invitation to all of 
us is to decide we will de- 
velop improved listening 
skills. When I did, I en- 
tered conversations in 
business and with family 
and friends with the in- 
tent of listening with a 
quiet mind, focused 
solely on the other per- 
son, not on my own 
thoughts. Afterwards, I 
would take a minute or so 
to observe how I did. Did 
I listen effectively? How 
did I feel? How did I feel I 
was received? 

What effect did my lis- 
tening have on the other 
person? I knew when I 
listened well, and I knew 
when I could have been 
better. 

These self-observation 
practices definitely 
helped me improve the 
quality of my 
listening. Several clients 
have selected improved 
listening skills as a de- 
sired outcome of our 
coaching, and they seem 
very pleased as they feel 
relationships with those 
who report to them have 
improved and that they 
are more effective leaders 
as a result.
